Novel, who has been living 
in Gahanna while Louisiana 
authorities have been at- 
tempting to extradite him for 
New Orleans District Attor- 
ney Jim Garrison’s probe, 
said he went to New York 
Tuesday and Wednesday last 
week to discuss the Garrison 
probe with magazine writers.

NOVEL SAID while he was 
in New York City, Garrison 
also was there filming state- 
ments for a Columbia Broad- 
casting System television 
show. 

He said he picked up his car 
CBS to have Garrison “to 
meet me for .cocktails. But he 


(Garrison) wouldn’t, fall for 
it.” 

Novel also said the national 
news organization he claims 
to have worked for was the 
National Broadcasting Co., 
and that he worked for Wal- 
ter Sheridan. 

SHERIDAN, an NBC corre- 
spondent in Washington, 
D.C., told The Dispatch that 
Novel was not employed by 
NBC, but that Novel wasj^aid 


f or work he did for the t^e t.- 
work_newsJ3-p-g^Hri-za t ibn 
“ Sackin Februa ry.” 

Sheridan said Novel's ex- 
penses for a polygraph test* he 
took , in Washington several 
months ago were jointly 
shared by NBC and Hearst 
Publications.
